BIG SALE OF CRUDE 
TRACED BY ROBERTS 


Contract for Delivery From 
Canadian Firm to Sinclair 
Company Produced.

The Government yesterday brought 
up its reserve artillery in the Fall-Sin- | 
clair conspiracy trial and directed a sus- 
tained fire against the Continental Trad- 
ing Co., Ltd., of Canada. 

Owen J, Roberts, of Government 
counsel, is devoting his final efforts to- 
ward linking up, if he can, the name of 
Harry F. Sinclair with the Canadian 
corporation which had in its possesion 
bonds which, the Governmént contends, 
were used in behalf of former Secretary 
of the Interior Albert B. Fall. 


Court Limits Testimony. 


With this object in view, Roberts 
vainly sought to obtain from Former 
Senator Charles S. Thomas, of Colorado, 
who was the first witness of the day, 
information pertaining to the name or 
names of vendees which Thomas had 
written in a preliminary draft of the 
huge $50,000,000 Humphreys-Mexia and 
Humphreys-Texas oi] deal before the 
name of the Continental Trading Co. 
had been substituted for these names 
in the final draft. 

Justice Siddons, presiding at the 
trial, sustained the objection of Martin 
W. Littleton, of Sinclair counsel, 
against letting in these names of ven- 
dees—whatever they may have been. 
Thomas had testified that these names 
were written into the preliminary 
draft merely on the basis of a pre- 
sumption of Thomas’ part that the 
person or persons were to be the ven- 
dees of the 33,333,333 barrels of oil 
which the Humphries companies de- 
sired to sell. The court ruled that it 
could not see the importance or rele- 
vancy of letting in this evidence. » 

It developed from the testimony of 
H. L. Phillips, president of the Sinclair 
Crude Oil Purchasing Co., who followed 
Thomas on the stand, that the Prairie 
Gas and Oil Co. and the Sinclair Crude 
Oil Purchasing Co. had purchased the 
contract which the Continental made 
with the Humphreys companies on May 
26, 1923, for $400,000. There was a legal 
battle between Roberts and Littleton

Patrol boats toured the streets all of 
last night and part of today, usually in 
deep water, but occasionally getting 
stranded upon niles of brick and gen- 
eral wreckage from buildings destroyed 
by the flood. 

Virtually every breadwinner at Lackan 
Bay, a village in County Mayo, Ireland, 
was drowned within a few hundred 
yards of his home when their fishing 
boats were dashed to pieces,on the 
rocks.

PORTER, POSING AS FIRE 
HERO, HELD FOR ARSON 


Identified as Pyromaniac 
When Found Unconscious 
in Hospital Blaze. 


FLAMES ENDANGER 600 


New York, Oct. 31 (A.P.).—A porter 
who at first posed as the hero of a fire 
that today destroyed one of the build- 
ings of the Methodist Episcopal Hospi- 
tal, endangering the lives of 600 pa- 
tients, later was identified as a pyroma- 
niac and arrested on a charge of arson. 

At the height of the blaze, while a 
crowd surged outside the police bar- 
riers, a 544-pound daughter was born 
to Mrs. Mary Conger, a patient in the 
maternity ward, and a man in the 
crowd dropped dead from the excite- 
ment of watching the fire. 

Ernest Rhodes, the porter, who was 
said to have confessed he started the 
fire, was described by Fire Marshal 
Brophy as a: pyromaniac who had been 
arrested ten years ago for arson and 
acquitted. District Attorney Dodd, then 
a city magistrate, recalled having held 
the man for the grand jury. 

The fire was confined to a detached 
building of the hospital group in 
which the internes are quartered. 
When flames and smoke were seen 
darting from its roof, nurses and in- 
ternes gathered to quiet the fears of 
patients in other buildings. The fire 
was under control in less than an 
hour. Seventy-eight of the 600 
patients were taken to the ground 
floor, ready for instant removal. 

Until his identification by the fire 
marshal, Rhodes was the hero: Found 
overcome; he wag revived by pulmotér 
and told doctors that he had discoy- 
eréd the blaze in the cellar of the in- 
ternes’ building and fan upstairs to 
notify any one he might find. Then, 
he said, he ran back to the basement 
to do what he could to check the 
flames and had been overcome, 

When Brophy entered the room 
where Rhodes lay recuperating, one 
giance told him that he and the 
patient had met before. Rhodes then 
admitted, it was. said, that he had 
fabricated his tale of heroism to 
explain his presence in the burning 
building.

Announcement of the order will be 
made by Archbishop Curley in the 
Review. It was explained that it will 
apply to priests only, and not to the 
laity. 

Regulations prohibiting the presence 
of priests at dances were adopted by 
the Third Plenary Council, composed 
of archbishops and bishops in Balti- 
more Cathedral in 1884, but were not 
strictly enforced. They read as fol- 
lows: 

“No priest may organize or assist in 
the organization of a dance, no matter 
for what benefit the dance may be, and 
no matter how laudable the purpose 
may be. 

“No priest may be present at a dance, 
no matter by whom organized. Many 
priests have, acted in the capacity of 
advisors of reading clubs, study clubs 
and other ‘organizations composed of 
both men and women, and some have 
attended dances given by such organi- 
zations. 

“No anouncement of a dance may be 
made from the altar or pulpit of any 
church in the archdiocese of Balti- 
more. 

“No dance may be held in the base- 
ment of a church.”

Retained in Consulting Ca- 
pacity—Left Free to Pro- 
mote Aviation Cause. 


CAN USE OWN JUDGMENT 


New York, Oct. 31 (A.P.).—Col. 
Charles A. Lindbergh has been retain- 
ed in a consulting capacity by the 
Daniel Guggenheim Fund for the Pro- 
motion of Aeronautics and will not 
identify himself, at least for the pres- 
ent, with any commercial undertaking. 
His agreement with the Guggenheim 
fund will lenve him free to engage in 
any activities to promote the cause of 
flying. Harry F. Guggenheim, presi- 
dent of the Guggenheim fund, issued 
the following statement today: 

“Col. Charles A. Lindhergh has de- 
termined that for the present, at least, 
he will not identify himself with any 
commercial undertaking. 

“The Daniel Guggenheim Fund for 
the Promotion of Aeronautics has 
therefore retained Col. Lindbergh in 
a consulting capacity. Under the ar- 
rangement with him, he will be free 
to engage in any activities which will 
in his judgment promote the cause of 
aviation, 

“At his request he will be at liberty 
to make such flights or other experi- 
mental efforts in behalf of aviation as 
he may choose upon his initiative and 
responsibility. He will become a mem- 
ber and trustee of the fund and his 
official headquarters will be at the 
Office of the fund.”

First of Fleet of 60 Bombing 
Planes Equipped for At- 
tack on Troops. 


RAKES SIMAGINARY FOES 


Mitchel Field, N. Y., Oct. 31 (A.P.).— 
The first of a fleet of 60 planes, 
equipped for bombing and carrying six 
machine guns for attacking troops on 
the march, was given a test flight to- 
day. The 60 planes are to be turned 
over to the attack division of the Army 
Air Corps at Kelly Field, Tex. 

Lieut. Edmond P. Gaines, who made 
the test, said the six machine guns 
could spray ground troops with bul- 
lets while the plane was traveling at 
150 mules per hour. 

The plane, which has a 570-horse- 
power motor, is designed to carry six 
small bombs as well as 5,000 rounds of 
ammunition for the battery of machine 
guns. Two of the machine guns are 
concealed in each side of the lower 
wing and operated from the pilot’s 
control “stick” by electricity. A double 
machine gun is mounted atop the air- 
plane motor, firing bullets between 
the blades of the propeller. Two other 
machine guns are operated manually 
by the pilot’s observer. 

Lieut. Gaines flew the ship 20 feet 
above imaginary trenches in the test 
“attack” today.

published yesterday in the Oklahoma 
Stockman and Farmer, the Secretary 
of Agriculture defended his own plan 


for farm relief through abilization 
corporations under the direction of a 
Federal farm loan board. Replying to | 
critics who have termed his plan “a | 
raid on the Tresaury and a shameless 
subsidy” because of its proposed re- 
volving fund advanced by the Govern- 
ment to set it in operation, he said 
there was precedent for the fund in 
the Federal farn: loan and Federal re- 
serve systems. 


Sees Way to Pay Loans. 


“Tf there were no way of repaying to 
the Government loans from the fund 
there would be ample ground for the 
charge that the plan is a ‘raid on the 
Treasury.’” he added. “If there is a 


way, the charge is unfounded. I be- 
lieve there is a way. 

“Safety of the public money ad- 
vanced out of the revoiving fund over 
a period of years depends on the ability 
of the corporation to sell at a price 
sufficiently above the purchase price 
to pay interest on the loans and other 
costé of storing. This. 1 believe, is de- 
¢idedly potsible since this corporation 
would operate only in years when ciear- | 
ly needed to minimize- price depression 
due - to abnormally large surpluses. | 
There may be years when there would | 
be some loss. But any such loss could | 
be paid out of the reserve built up in 
years of profitable operations. 

“The long-time aim of this plan, be-| 
yond that of minimizing price fluctua- 
tions, is to build large-scale, farmer- 
owned business institutions handling 
the major farm commodities. ‘Future 
prosperity in farming depends to a 
large degree on the growth of strong 
business institutions to afford agricul- 
ture a bargaining powe. comparable to 
that of labor and industry and to give 
the farmer a consciousness of business 
power, a sense of majesty over his af- 
fairs, and a better voice in matters of | 
economic policy.” 


Uses Cotton as Lllustration. 


Illustrating how the plan would have 
worked last year in cotton, Jardine said 
approximately 10,980,000 bales of the 
record cotton crop of 18,000,000 bales 
were marketed from October to Jan- 
uary at an average price of slightly 


less than 11 cents a pound. A large 
“mumber of farmers had to sell at that 
time and price to meet demands of 
credits for payments. 

Had a stabilization corporation be- 
gun to buy cotton when the price was 
approaching the low level with a max- 
imum or objective price of 15 cents, 
1% would probably have been necessary 
t@ buy comparatively little to cause 
the price to rise to 15 cents, Mr, Jar- 
dine said, with the market knowing that 
the corporation had the power to bid 
the price up to that point. 

“The producers who had to sell or 
did sell, from October to January at 
an average price of 11 cents would 
have had an opportunity to sell at 
prices ranging upward to 15 cents,” 
the Secretary continued. “If the price 
had averaged 14 cents, instead of 11, 
the 10,980,000 bales would have brought 
an additional income of about $165,- 
000,000. In other words, each cent of 
increase in price of that quantity of 
cotton would have meant a gain of 
$55,000,000 to the cotton belt.”

“He pretends to believe in a nonpar- 
tisan judiciary, but refused to inter- 
fere in behalf of upright Republican 
municipal court judges, indorsed by 
the bar associations, who are running 
this year in New York City. 

“He has investigated every suspicion 
of improper actions on the part of Re- 
publicans, but he has not investigated 
either the counties of the greater city 
or Albany, which all know were sub- 
ject to investigation, and where he 
could have found matters of all sorts 
in need of correction. 

“There is one conclusion and one 
only that fair-minded citizens of this 
State or Nation can draw—Gov. Smith 
is a Tammany man, and there is no 
such thing as a new Tammany. 

“I said at Rochester that ‘a man must 
be judged by the company he keeps, 
snd though we do not question the 
personal integrity of Gov. Smith, he is 
sponsored and backed by Tammany 
Hall.” There are not two ways about 
it, Gov, Smith was bred in the Tam- 
many fold and is the bellwether of 
their flock.” 


Issues Not Met, He Insists. 


Col. Roosevelt said that since his 
Rochester. speech there had been no at- 
tempt to meet any of the issues he 
raised against Gov. Smith and Tam- 
many. 

“The opposition,” he said, “has been 
torced to turn for refuge to abuse and 
misrepresentation. In the hopes that 
the people, who are the referees, may 
be deceived, they are shouting ‘foul’— 
though they know that every blow 
struck was fair. Unable to deny the 
truth of my statements they have been 
engaging in their time-honored tactics 
of putting words into my mouth which 
I never uttered, and fighting me on 
them—not on the questions at issue.” 
' He complained that the governor has 
ordered investigations when-there had 
been charges of corruption in Repub- 
lican counties, but had failed to in- 
vestigate similar charges against Demo- 
cratic counties. In his keynote speech, 
Col. Roosevelt made charges of “red 
light” conditions in the capital city 
itself, 

“There have been violent protests of 
innocence and purity from the Demo- 
crats in consequence,” he said, “but 
nevertheless, it is common knowledge 
in Albany that immediately after my 
speech in: Rochester the lid went on 
and was clamped tight.” 

Col. Roosevelt’s address, which open- 
ed his active campaigning in prepara- 
tion for the fall legislative elections, 
was made in an upper West Side 
public school building. Besides the 
race for places in the State assembly, 
both parties are hotly contesting, one 
of the nine amendments to be voted 
on. The sixth amendment, on which 
attention is focused, provides that the 
governor’s term of office be extended 
from two to: four years, thus putting 
the gubernatorial race in the same 
year as the presidential election. 


“GOLDEN RULE” NASH, 
IS DEAD AT CINCINNATI 


Widely Known for Dealings 
With Employes; Wages 
Always High. 


Cincinnati, Ohio, Oct. 31 (A.P.).— 
Arthur “Golden Rule” Nash, 59, presi- 
dent of the A. Nash Tailoring Co., died 
in a hospital here last night of heart 
trouble. 

Because he preached and practiced 
the “golden rule” in business and in his 
dealings with his employes the title 
became affixed to Mr. Nash and caused 
him to be widely known. 

In his Cincinnati plant he endeavored 
to create working conditions ideal in 
every respect. He urged his help to 
apply the “golden rule” in their deal- 
ings with him and he replied by giving 
them excellent wages, recreation rooms, 
swimming pools and virtually every 
kind of convenience that could be 
crowded into a manufacturing plant. 

Nash was a firm supporter of labor 
unions.

The senator and President Cool- 
idge exchanged views on this subject 
freely during the summer and the sena- 
tor’s views will quite likely be reflect- 
ed in the President’s discussion of the 
subject in his message to Congress. 
The senator is believed to have been 
instrumental in materially broadening 
the President’s view and because of 
their~-close association in the Black 
Hills it is considered unlikely the sen- 
ator would fight to make the President 
“come all the way,” when it is impos- 
sible for him to do so. 

Norbeck can carry the State for Low- 
den. Of that there is little doubt. It 
had been generally expected, though, 
that he would support the former gov- 
ernor, so his announcement caused 
disappointment only among the Pro- 
gressives. 

It is even possible that his action 
may be the beginning of the end of 
the bloc, and in this event the Lowden 
boom would benefit temporarily.

tions of the Continental had a signifi- 
cance when taxen in conjunction with 
other evidence, the sum total of which 
he would offer in support of his con- 
tention that the Canadian corporation 
was “a mere shell” to suit Sinclair's 
purposes.

Session Lacked Thrills. 


Arlington cC. Harvey, representing 
the Pure Oil Co., was the last witness 
yesterday and, besides Beaman G. 
Dawes, the Government will call R. W. 
Stewart, chairman of the board of the 
Standard Oil Co. of Indiana, and a 
nsfew other witnesses before resting its 
case. 

Fall entered the courtroom at the 
morning session with a gray silk muff- 
ler wrapped around his throat and 
wearing a dark blue suit instead of 
light gray.

Crude Oil Purchasing Co. The witness 
said he had obtained information that 
the Canadian company would sell its 
contract. 

“Did Harry F. Sinclair give you that 
information?” Roberts asked. 

“No,” replied the witness. 

“Who did?” 

Phillips said he did not remember 
how the first information reached him 
but said he communicated with Osler 
by telegraph as soon as he understood 
the contract could be purchased and 
that Osler came down to New York. 
Osler, the witness said, also had a copy 
of the contract the Continental Trad- 
ing Co., Ltd., proposed to enter into 
with the Prairie Gas & Oil Co., which 
company was to take a half interest in 
the $400,000 purchase. 


Counsel Argue Point. 


In discussing the admissibility of 
evidence connected with the $400,000 
resale contract Roberts and Littleton 
Outlined, in the absence of the jury, 
the main points of their contention re- 
garding’ this phase of the bond evi- 
dence.

“The evidence further tends to show, 
I submit, that Mr. Sinclair’s own com- 
pany with knowledge repurchased im- 
mediately and on the same day from 
the Continental Trading Co. at a profit 
of at least 25 cents a barrel, the amount 
that $1.50 and $1.75, subtracted one 
from the other, shows. 

“The evidence will further show, if 
Your Honor please, when I reach that 
point of the proof, that the Conti- 
nental Trading Co. was organized on 
that day under the laws of Canada.” 


Littleton Makes Reply. 
Littleton, in reply, said in part:

Mrs. Marshall Field Better. 


Paris, Oct. 31 (A.P.).—Mrs. Marshall 
Field, of Chicago, although still seri- 
ously ill at the American Hospital 
here, showed slight._improvement over 
the week-end, it was announced. today 
by the attending physician, Dr. Ed- 
mund L. Gross, chief of the hospital

That is all that is here, so far as the 
actual bonds out of which tt is 
claimed these bonds in question came. 
That is the end of that, as the record 
now stands. 


Cites Previous Testimony. 


Moreover, if your honor pleases, 
and harking back to what just pre- 
cedes this, you will recall that the 
testimony in the case is—Mr.\ Hum- 
phreys testified that he came to New 
York on the 14th of November and met 
with Mr. Blackmer at 60 Broadway in 
the office of his, Humphreys’, com- 
panies, and there he and Blackmer en- 
tered into an agreement by the terms 
of which Blackmer was to purchase 
from him those 30-odd millian bar- 
rels of oil at $1.50 a barrel, and he 
telegraphed his attorney, Senator 
Thomas, to come on for the purpose of 
drafting the contract covering that 
agreement. You have had Senator 
Thomas’ testimony following that. 

“Now, it appears at the meeting— 
and, mark you, I discuss this because 
counsel first discussed it—secondly, it 
relates to a direct offer, and third, it 
must be dealt with in reciting all of 
these offers. The evidence shows that 
there was a luncheon, and that the 
contract—you say the contract of the 
Humphreys companies, and I shall call 
them that—to sell the balance of the 
oil to the Crude Oil Purchasing Co. 
and the Prairie Oil & Gas Co. after the 
contract with Blackmer had been ex- 
hausted or carried out, was under con- 
sideration at the luncheon. They met 
the next day. The presence of Mr. Sin- 
clair at both of these is accounted for 
by the fact that he was interested in 
the fact that the Crude Oil Purchasing 
Co. was becoming first a purchaser of 
the balance of the oil after the ex-

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MR. MELLON’S STATEMENT. 


Secretary Mellon yesterday submitted what 
may be’termed the nonpolitical view of tax 
reduction to the ways and means committee. 
The head of the Treasury not only suggested 
a moderate reduction but recommended that 
no change be made in the schedules that affect 
the greatest number of persons. Congress, 
confronted with the same set of facts, has been 
engaged .in a search for a solution designed to 
cut as much as possible from the taxes paid by 
the greatest number, with the view, in both 
parties, of making political capital for the 
1928 presidential campaign. 

Mr. Mellon believes that tax reduction 
“should not in any event be in excess of ap- 
proximately $225,000,000.” The most con- 
servative Republican estimates have not been 
below $300,000,000, and the Democrats, who 
suspect the Treasury of purposely undefésti- 
mating the possible surplus, have insisted that 
the relief granted the taxpayers must total 
$500,000,000. Even less appealing to the 
political mind will be the. Treasury’s opposi- 
tion to any change in the automobile, tobacco 
and amusement taxes. Mr. Mellon believes that 
this source of revenue should be retained be- 
cause it provides equitable distribution of the 
tax burden upon the greatest number of per- 
sons, and .Congress, because of the numbers 
involved, has given every indication of want- 
ing to reduce or eliminate these schedules. 

The greatest partisan clamor is likely to 
arise, however, over the nature of the five 
classes to which Secretary Mellon would make 
reductions applicable. There is hardly a vcte- 
catching medium in the lot, for even in sug- 
gesting that relief be granted to corporate in- 
¢ames the head of the Treasury recommended 
a reduction of only 1% per cent, which is a 
good deal less than the business interests of 
the country are demanding. 

Secretary Mellon’s defense for the reten- 
tlon of automoblie, admission and _ tobacco 
taxes was designed evidently to meet strong 
opposition. He insisted that an industry which 
benefited from the $75,000,000 that the Gov- 
ernment planned to spend annually on good 
roads could not complain of a $66,000,000 tax 
burden. More cogent still was.the point that 
such taxes once removed could not be reim- 
posed in time of peace, and that the need for 
additional revenue in the future could be met 
only by increasing the income schedule, which, 
as Secretary Mellon pointed out, has already 
become a class tax, with neither as broad a 
base mor as low rates as the excise tax. 

Other attacks upon the Treasury program 
will center, no doubt, around the fact that in 
the two years» just past forecasts and actuali- 
ties with respect to the surplus failed to agree. 
Mr. Mellon renewed in his statement the ex- 
planation, heretofore given, that nonrecurring 
items, growing in part out of war conditions, 
were largely responsible. He predicted that 
such sums would decrease materially this year 
and next and that for the fiscal year 1929 the 
total surplus will be $274,000,000, provided 
the Treasury’s optimism in estimating current 
revenues at a steady rate for the next two 
years will be justified. Mr. Mellon said: 

For a number of years past the Treasury 
estimates have underestimated the rev- 
enue which was later realized. It is not 
true, however, that this was the result of 
deliberate intention or policy. Every ef- 
fort to avoid a repetition of this result has 
been made in the preparation of the esti- 
mates here presented. It would -be 
unwarranted and unwise to assume that 
in the present estimates there is any con- 
cealed surplus. In these figures the 
Treasury has not consciously nor as 
@ matter of policy played safe. If 
tax reductions are made or appropriations 
voted on the assumption that the present 
figures understate probable future re- 
ceipts, responsibility for such reductions 
or appropriations must be assumed by 
those who advocate them. , 

There is food for thought in Mr, Mellon’s 
statement. Tax reduction is greatly to be de- 
sired, but not unless it is sanely and soundly 
designed. There is at the present time, except 
for the inequalities for which the Treasury has 
suggested remedies, an equitable distribution 
of the tax burden. A revision with naught but 
political expediency in view would be a serious 
mistake, and a costly one upon those who would 
have to bear the future burden. 


A BILLION DOLLAR CITY, 


More than 20 years ago ‘‘Tom” ‘Reed, de- 
fending the appropriations of $1,000,000,000 
in two sessions of Congress, remarked: ‘This 
is a billion dollar country.’’ The fact that 
$500,000,000 was found to be necessary to 
maintain the Government for a year caused 
the Jeremiahs in the House to see ahead the 
time when the United States would be driven 
to the ‘‘demnition bow wows” by wild ex- 
travagance. . 

Now comes the announcement that the board 
of estimate of the City of New York will pre- 
sent for the é¢dification of Father Knicker- 
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New York during the next two years will ex- 
ceed the billion-dollar mark is evident. But 
the budget as presented by the board of esti- 
mate does not fully represent the entire expense 
There is a proposed amend- 
ment to the State constitution, upon which the 
people will vote next week, which authorizes 
New York City to exceed the present limit of 
indebtedness by many millions. The adoption 
of this amendment, and its chances are bright, 
will permit the sale of $500,000,000 worth of 
bonds, the proceeds of which will be used in 
extending the city’s subways. While this fund 
may last several-years, making it available will 
serve to increase the annual expenditures in 
New York, and it is a foregone conclusion that 
the cost of running the big city will soon reach 
$1,000,000,000 annually. 

“Tom” Reed saw clearly and boldly, but he 
did not see far enough. 


PROPOSED TRACTION MERGER. 


Merger of local public service transporta- 
tion agencies has been held desirable for some 
time. Several attempts have been made to 
effect or force combinations, but they have 
always failed. The principal stumblingblock 
has been the matter of valuation and capital- 
ization. A workable merger plan would have 
to offer a solution for this problem other than 
any that has been suggested before. Fixing 
of the capitalization figure is the crux of the 
consolidation problem. 

The Harley P. Wilson merger plan, origi- 
nated by the owner of the Washington Rapid 
Transit Co., offers a unique method of fixing 
the capitalization figure. The courts have ad- 
judicated the value of the Capital Traction 
properties for rate-making purposes at $25,- 
800,000, and although the Washington Rail- 
way & Electric Co. case is still pending, the 
principles governing the Capital Traction valu- 
ation, applied to the W. R. & E, property, 
would give it, it is claimed, a value of some 
$37,000,000. The base value of the properties 
involved, therefore, would amount to between 
$62,500,000 and $65,000,000. If the consoli- 
dated company were granted a return of 7 per 
cent on this valuation, it would impose a higher 
charge upon patrons than present conditions 
justify. 

In fixing the capitalization figure under the 
Wilson plan, the new company would be al- 
lowed $2,700,000 new capital, of which $1,- 
200,000 would be used for making track ad- 
justments and rearranging facilities, $500,000 
for working capital. and $1,000,000 for a fare 
adjustment fund.. To establish a rate base, 
earnings of the transit properties of the two 
street railway companies for a typical year 
would be taken, to which would be added the 
savings in operation costs resulting from the 
merger, and taking into consideration the im- 
munity from street paving and special crossing 
policeman charges, the resulting figure—$3,- 
500,000—would be capitalized at 7 per cent. 
This would give ‘a rate base of $50,000,000, 
to which would be added the additional capi- 
tal of $2,700,000, making an aggregate rate 
base of $52,700,000: On this basis the owners 
would be entitled to an annual return of 
$3,689,000. 

The plan provides further that only the 
three transportation companies be merged, 
the Potomac Electric Power Co. continuing as 
a separate corporation sifice it is engaged in 
a separate line of business. Supervision, regu- 
lation and direction of the consolidated cor- 
poration would be vested in three trustees to 
be appointed by the District Commissioners, 
and this body would have the power to deter- 
mine the character, extent and cost of the serv- 
ice to be furnished, to regulate and fix the 
rate of fare so as to pay actual operating costs 
plus a fair return to the owners of the com- 
pany, and to direct the removal or rearrange- 
ment of tracks to meet transportation needs. 

Mr. Wilson has originated a comprehensive 
plan, probably the most complete that has been 
produced thus far. It is worthy of serious 
consideration. Little mention is made of the 
position of the Washington Rapid Transit Co., 
or what effect its earnings, when added to 
those of the street railways, would have upon 
the fixation of the base value capitalization 
figure. This, however, May.come under the 
head of “other details,’’ which Mr. Wilson says 
are yet to be made public. In public hearings 
upon this plan its bearings will be thoroughly 
threshed out. 


AMERICANS AS INVESTORS. - 


Retirement of the Second Liberty Loan 
bonds this month has brought out some amaz- 
ing statistics of the growth during the last 
decade of the financial consciousness of the 
Nation. Before the Government drove home 
the necessity of public investment in national 
securities as one means of winning the war 
the security-minded portion of the population 
was almost negligible. In the ten years that 
have elapsed, gains have been registered in 
financial operations of every sort that would 
seem incredible, if they were not authenticated. 

Bank deposits have increased more than 
$5,000,000,000 in a decade. Banking resources 
have shown a gain that exceeds $27,000,000,- 
000. There are today 13,000,000 more in- 
dividuals who are stockholders than was the 
case in ‘1917, and bond offerings so far this 
year surpass by $5,000,000,000 the offerings 
of nongovernmental character floated ten 
years ago. The figures of the New York Stock 
Exchange, savings bank totals and depositors, 
gold holdings and customer-owners of public 
utilities have mushroomed to new heights in 
an interval that hardly seems long enough to 
permit of a growth of one-half such propor- 
tions. 

That the long-continued era of prosperity 
has played some part is undoubtedly true, but 
much of the change is due to the new public 
attitude toward finance and business. The 
United States, even before the war, was not a 
nation whose citizens made a practice of hoard- 
ing money. Such quantities of capital as are 
now available could not have been withheld 
from circulation. It is evident, howevef, that 
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it did not flow as readily into the changels of 


trade and commerce as is now the 7 The 
movement of money was more restrictéd, and 
in consequence industry and finance lacked the 
resources they now possess. Millions of per- 
sons were taught during the war thag coor- 
dinated tse of small amounts_ of ould 
accomplish great th world 
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to work, and the 
dividends. |

- CROWDED PRISONS. 

A report from the Department of Justice 
appears to call for prompt attention from the 
commission having to do with the housing of 
the institutions of the Federa! Government. 
That report sho within the last ten 
years the populatio the United States in- 
creased less than 20 per cent, while during 
the same period, the number of involuntary 


guests of the Nation, quartered in penitenti- | 


aries and similar institutions, increased 110 
per cent. 


The number of prisoners thus entertained 
who were confined for violation of the postal, 
interstate commerce and revenue laws de- 
creased materially during the decade. But the 
falling off in these three classes, which totaled 
only 486 in 1927, as compared with 1,246 in 
1919, was more than made up by the number 
who violated the narcotic law. In 1919-the 
number of stich offenders was 299. This year 
2,116 violators of the narcotic laws are-con- 
fined in prisons. 


Far more is heard of the contempt of a 
large class of citizens for the prohibition law 
than is heard about those who deal in cocaine, 
heroin and similar narcotics, and the natural 
inference is that the penitentiaries are popu- 


lated by a greater number of violators of the 


Volstead act than of drug peddlers. The Vol- 
stead act was not in force in 1919, so that 
comparisons with that year are not possible. 
But in 1927 the number of prisoners serving 
terms for violation of the prohibition law 
reached 2,040. 


Another act that has been placed on the 
statute bookg since 1919 extends Federal juris- 
diction over thosd charged with stealing auto- 
mobiles, when such stolen property is taken 
across the border line of a State. That law 
is known as the motor vehicle theft act, and 
789 persons are now serving terms in prison 
for violating it. 

If the number of convicted violators of 
Federal laws——-white slave, narcotic, auto theft 
and prohibition—continues at the present rate 
the building trades should greatly benefit by 
the demand for construction of new peniten- 
tiaries, 


NEW SEA HEROES. 


Tales of horror and of heroism have been 
told by survivors of the wrecked Principessa 
Mafalda. Sailing quietly along last Tuesday 
afternoon, under cloudless skies and with a 
gentle breeze sweeping her decks, a shock sud- 
denly went through the vessel, and almost 
immediately her captain realized that she was 
doomed. Some 300 passengers were drowned. 
Through all the horror, according to reliable 
stories, the captain stood at his post calmly 
directing the work of rescue. He went down 
with his ship, sucked relentlessly toward the 
bottom of the sea in a gigantic whirlpool. 

His first act, when he realized that disaster 
was at hand, was to summon the radio opera- 
tor and order the transmission of the signal 
of distress—S OS. Four other radio operators 
picked up the call, and their ships hastened to 
the rescue. The Mafalda’s operator, like his 
captain, is reported to have stuck to his post 
and gone down with the ship. 

In every disaster of the sea the heroism of 
radio operators is demonstrated. Theirs is no 
easy job, for their tour of duty extends through 
the entire 24 hours. Waking or sleeping, they 
are on hand. If the ship does not carry a re- 
lief operator, ‘‘Sparks,’”’ as he usually is called, 
rigs up a loud speaker near his bunk, so that

THE RADIO PROBLEM. 


The squeals, howls and distortion in the re- 
ception of radia programs have not been ap- 
preciably lessened by the Federal Radio Com- 
mission. Its members realize this, and it is 
generally admitted that additional drastic re- 
vision of the broadcasting structure will have 
to be undertaken. Given time enough, a radio 
millennium may be brought about; but the im- 
possibility of foretelling what Congress will do 
with the commission, the life of which as an 
administrative body, unless the law is changed, 
expires late next winter, enters into the situa- 
tion. Whether the commission is to be granted 
an additional period of authority, or whether 
control shall pass into the hands of the Secre- 
tary of Commerce, is not yet known. 

Much interest is aroused in the announce- 
ment by Maj. Gen. George O. Squier, retired, 
former chief signal officer of the Army, that 
he has invented a system of program reception 
designed to replace the radio receiving set. 
Gen. Squier plans to utilize telephone or elec- 
tric power wires upon which to transmit radio 
programs. This can be done without affecting 
the other uses to which the circuit is put, by 
the use of a simple device known as the mono- 
phone. The system obviates entirely static or 
interference, and requires no adjustment by 
the user. 

There is a demand for undistorted program 
reception. Yet there are certain attributes of 
the radio receiver which users will not give up 
quickly. There is the thrill of receiving dis- 
tant stations. There is novelty in the fact that 
music is picked out of the air. The average 
individual is willing to put up with somg in- 
terference in return for these advantages. 
Gen. Squier’s monophone would have neither. 
attribute, nor would its user be able-to choose 
from a wide variety of programs. 

If the Government through the Radio Com- 
mission or the Secretary of Commerce does not 
succeed in doing away with interference, the 
demand for the monophione;or similar device, 
undoubtedly will become great. If- the ether 
can be measurably cleared, however, it is prob- 
able that the interest in radio will be continued 
unabated.

Class Vaccination. 
To the Editor of The Post—Sir: I de- 


| sire to call yéur attention to a rather 


extraordinary piece of discrimination 
which is being practiced by the United 
States Government upon its own citi- 
zens returning from Europe. 

It appears that regulations drawn up 
by the Public Health Service, Labor De- 
partment, and perhaps other branches 
of our Government, require that all 
second-class passengers boarding ships 
in Italian ports bound for the United 
States must previously be vaccinated. 
But it also appears that first-class pas- 
sengers are exempt from vaccination. 
Upon what principle of public health 
experience this regulation seems to have 
been drawn I cannot conceive. It is 
obviously very easy for persons who do 
not wish to be vaccinated to travel first 
class, and if there is any validity in the 
assumptions on which the whole prac- 
tice rests, it might be precisely these 
passengers traveling first class who 
would be mostly in need of vaccination. 

In countries which still purport to 
recognize class distinctions and to at- 
tach virtue and merits to particular 
classes, one might not be astonished to 
find the discrimination of this sort 
written into official regulations, but it 
is most uncalled for, offensive and mis- 
chievous in the case of countries which 
profess to make no Official distinction 
on the basis of social and similar con- 
siderations. *° 

Isn’t it possible for The Post to take 
this matter up sufficiently vigorously 
to have it corrected? Let vaccination 
be applied uniformly throughout all 
classes, or confined to indicated cases 
requiring such treatment. At all 
events, a satisfactory explanation seems 
to be in order without delay from the 
responsible authorities.

Schumann- 
Heink -bade farewell to Washington, 
where she first sang 25 years ago, and 
she spoke of her love for the soldiers 
and sailors of America. “I want my 
epitaph to be” she exclaimed in -her 
quaint English “She was good to the 
doughboys.”” 

Mme. Schumann-Heink then out- 
lined some of her plans for the future 
and said that while this was really a 
farewell concert, that she was not giv- 
ing up music but would devote many 
hours to the training of ambitious girls 
with promising voices and in her work 
in the soldier’s camps 

Finally, after she greeted the hun- 
dreds who clamored to speak to her 
personally, the lights were dimmed on 
the stage and the National Capital had 
said its au revoir to this grand woman 
of American song, forever the artist 
and forever yOung, despite the fact that 
her years are nearing the Biblical three 
score and ten. A group of veterans and 
gray ladies from Walter Reed were in 
the audience as her guests. Mrs. Cool- 
idge occupied a box. 


Almost Overcome, 


She was in magnificent voice last 
night. Several times the prima dona 
was so overcome with the significance 
of the’ moment and the emotion of 
her audience that she nearly wept. 
This only added tenderness and more 
charm to her tones and won for her 
that rapport with her hearers which is 
the highest tribute to an artist. At

Cry of Rachel,” by Mary T. Salter, 
poignant with the tragedy of a 
mother’s loss, which recalled the fact 
that Mme. Schumann Heink had one 
son who paid the supreme sacrifice in 
the World War fighting for Germany 
while her other sons were in the 
American Army and Navy. ‘The formal 
program was concluded with an inimit- 
able rendition of “taps,” which brought 
tears to all eyes, including the artist’s 
own,’ 

In response to repeated calls for an 
encore, she sang “Stille Nacht” and 
“The Rosary,” to the accompaniment 
of the great organ of the auditorium, 
admirably played by Miss Katherine 
Hoffmann, her accompanist. 

When the last notes of “The 
Rosary” came, Washington had parted 
with one of the greatest voices ever 
heard in this country, a voice which 
will live in the musical memory of 
America, not ‘only for its melodious 
and artistic qualities, but for the soul 
and heart behind it.

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MELLON URGES $225,000, 000 
TAX CUT IN REVENUE BILL

pluses were estimated at $455,000,000 
and $274,000,000 respectively. 


Discussing the extraordinary items 
of revenue, the statement said that 
while $169,000,000 will be received from 
the railroad loans in the current fiscal 
year, Only $24,000,000 will be received in 
1929 and after that little or no revenue 
is expected as only $49,000,000 will 


jbe left of the railroad obligations to 


the Government, which stood at $230,- 
0C0,000 on June 30, 1927. Back tax 
collection in 1929 will be reduced by 
$87,000,000 as compared with those for 
the current fiscal year, it was esti- 
mated, and this figure coupled with @e 
reduction in the item of railroad loans 
more than accounts for the difference 
in the estimated surpluses for 1928 and 
1929, it was explained. 


Can’t Predict Back Tax Payments. 


Defending its course in not hereto- 
fore taking into greater account the 
extraordinary items of revenue, the 
Treasury spokesman declared that it 
was virtually impossible to predict the 
amount from the payment of back 
taxes, There is no.basis for prediction 
available Mills declared. 


Figures were cited to show that the 
Treasury had always been reasonably 
close in its estimates of normal reve- 
nues. Had the back-tax collections not 
been so high, the surplus for the fiscal 
year 1927 would have actually been 
$25,000,000 less than the estimate. In 
this estimate it was foreseen that back 
taxes would total $250,000,000, whereas 
tity did total $81,000,000 more. 

The surplus for 1927, it was recalled, 
exceeded the estimate by $252,000,000. 
Of this, $150,000,000 was reflected in 
decreased expenditures, while the re- 
maining $102,000,000 difference - was 
made up of an $81,000,000 increase over 
the estimated back-tax collections and 
$57,000,000 from an increase in the es- 
timated receipts from railroads on ac- 
eount of the realization of capital as- 
sets. This year, for the first time, the 
Treasury has segregated revenues from 
normal sources and those from extraor- 
dinary sources. 


Falling Off Expected. 


“After the close of the fiscal year 
1929,” the statement said, “with the 
closing of all of the cases arising un- 
der the excess profits and other war 
taxes it is reasonably certain that there 
will be a falling off in back-tax collec- 
tions.” 

Despite the detailed defense of its 
past estimates, Garner cited the esti- 
mates and actual surpluses for the last 
four years and asked Mills: 

“In view of the fact that for four? 
years the President has undefestimated 
the revenue, don’t you think Congress 
can at least come to the- conclusion 


that while it was not the President’s} 


intention to underestimate, that his 
Treasury and Budget are so inefficient, 
so inaccurate, and Congress can de- 
crease taxes more than recommended? 

Mellon interrupted to say: “We tried 
to explain how it came about.” 

The Treasury gave lengthy support to 
its recommendation for a lowering of 
the corporation tax, but the only issue 
in the committee on this appeared the 
desire on the part of the Democrats and 
some of the Republicans to make it 
even lower. 


Proposed Cut in Incomes. 


Discussing the svuirtaxes, the Treasury 
statement pointed out that under the act 
of 1926 incomes from $14,000 to $24,000 
are graded by steps of $2,000, and the 
levy being increased 1 per cen for every 
$2,000. From $24,000 to $64,000 the 
grading is by steps of $4,000. It was 
recommended that the $4,000 gradua- 
tion be applied on incomes from §$10,- 
000 to $70,000." In this manner, it was 
explained, “some reductions will be 
granted to all surtax payers, but more 
particularly to those whose incomes fall 
in the intermediate brackets.” 

A 10 per cent rate now applies, for 
example, to incomes ranging from $36,- 
000 to $40,000, whereas under the pro- 
posed change the 10 per cent rate would 
apply on incomes of from $46,000 to 
$50,000; the 15 per cent rate instead of 
being reached at $56,000, would be 
reached at $66,000; the 18 per cent rate 
at $80,000, instead of $70,000, and the 
19 per cent rate at $90,000, instead of 
$8) ,000. 

“By tradition, legal theory and reve- 
nue necessity,” the estate tax belongs 
to the States, the Treasury statement 
declared, and the ‘loss from revenue by 
its repeal will be “insignificant.” Mr. 


Bacharach wanted to know if it would 


not be advisable to keep it a few years 
and effect a further reduction in the 
corporation tax, but Mills pointed out 
that the revenue from the estate tax is 
not sufficient to offset the loss from a 
greater corporation tax reduction. 
Arguing against reduction of the au- 
tomobile tax, the statement said: 


“T yealize that great pressure will 


be brought‘ to bear on the Congress 
to repeal. the excise tax on the sale 
of automobiles. I can not agree to the 
advisability of such a repeal. The Fed- 
eral Government's appropriation the 
current year for roa“s will be $71,000,- 
000, it was said, and for 1929 it will 
be $75,000,000. These expenditures by 
the Federal Government are for the 
direct and immediate benefit of auto- 
mobile owners, They should make some 
contribution in return.” 

Then it was argued, too, that the 
automobile is one of the railroad’s chief 
competitors. “Our railroads,” the 
statement said, “are paying heavy taxes 
to the United States Government, a 
part of which is being used for high- 
way purposes.” Railroads are paying 
increased taxes over 1924, while the au- 
tomobile tax was reduced only two 
years ago, it was pointed out, 


Auto Broad Base For Taxation. 


Moreover, it was contended that the 
automobile tax serves as a broad base 
for taxatioh, in that it has a wide 
effect and yet does not work a hard- 
ship. The income tax has become s0 
restricted in its application, it Was 
argued, that it is a “class rather ‘than 
a national tax.” Doing away with the 
automobile tax would go a long way 
to making a limited class support the 
Government, it was said. 

“It should never be forgotten,” the 
statement said, “that in taxation the 
ideal to be aimed at is a broad base 
and low rates.” And such a tax as 
the automobile levy is considered by 
the Treasury Secretary as an “essen- 
tial part” of such a system, There is 
no demand for the repeal of other ex- 
cise taxes, much higher than the au- 
tomobile tax, such as that on tobacco, 
he pointed out. 

Hull wanted to know if it would not 
be better to let the States have the au- 
tomobile tax field, and he observed that 
the Federal Government .has already 
collected about $1,000,000,000 in ‘this 
way. 

$242,065 From Prize Fight 


The Treasury dismissed the demand 
for a repeal of admission taxes ‘with 
the observation that surely those who 
paid $40 to see the Dempsey-Tunney 
fight would not object to contributing 
$3.64 to the Government, and that 
there should be no complaint to the 
payment of 60 cents for a $6 world se- 
ries baseball ticket. This is a prolific 
field of revenue, too, the Dempsey- 
Tunney fight yielding $242,065.71. | 

Exemption of bankers’ acceptances 
was urged on the ground that it is tak- 
ing money from American markets to 
either London or elsewhere. 

Bacharach and Representative Col- 
lier, of Mississippi, sought to develop 
that the lowered corporate levy would 
stimulate business to such an extent 
that a greater reduction could be made 
than recommended. Mills said there 
was no way of telling just how much 
it would be stimulated. 

As to just how much the rank and 
file of people will benefit from the re- 
duction of corporation levies was a 
moot subject. Representative Garner 
declared that he favored the reduction 
primarily because it would be passed 
on to the consumer, and by the same 
token was opposed to maxing it retfo- 
active because taxes already paid would 
not be returned. . 

Mills did not seem to think so much 
of the tax was passed on to the con- 
sumer and that consequently this 
contention should not be taken into 
consideration, cspecially the retroactive 
assertion. 

In reply to a question Mr. Mellon 
said the Treasury Department did not 
propose to suggest a revision of the 
tariff this winter. Last year several 
Democratic members of the ways and 
means committee declared that. an at- 


‘tempt would be made to revise the 


tariff downward. Mr. Mellon’s state- 
ment was viewed as meaning that any 
effort to amend the tariff act at the 
coming session of Congress will be re- 
sisted by the administration.

WHY ALLOW INFERIOR PEOPLE 
TO BEGET? 

HE inadvisability of permitting 
markedly inferior people to beget 
children is seen in a study made 

in central Kentucky by Clay and Wil- 
cox. They were able to get the records 
of 20 people of five generations in the 
same family. In all, the five generations 
spread over more than a century of life 
of that State. 

Not one has ever been a producing 
member of society. Some of them have 
had to be cared for by chanity. Some 
have been in poorhouses and one in the 
penitentiary. The crimes committed 
have been petty in nature—misdemean- 
ors rather than crimes—except for the 
one murder. A male member of the 
fourth generation killed an 11-year-old 
boy and went to the penitentiary. The 
State did not avail itself of the one 
good lengl chance to protect itself 
against this strain by sterilizing the 
convict while they had him, as shown 
by the fact that he begat some children 
after he came home. 


The man in the first generation once 
owned a small farm, but somehow he 
lost it, and thereafter was a rather gen- 
eral ne’er do well.

It seems to us that if 
he relies upon not hearing the train 
or any signal and takes no further 
precaution, he does so at his own risk.”

Littleton Outlines Stand. 


Mr. Littleton—The point I make is that 
the fact that the Government is seeking 
to prove the assumption of Senator 
Thomas as translated into the name of 
the vendee in the preliminary draft 1s, 
itself, evidence of the fact of what 
Senator Thomas thought up to that 
time and that to be argued as being 
his interpretation of the events up to 
that time, until the change was made 
in it. That is why I object to it. What- 
ever inquiry is made is based upon an 
assumption, after all. If the question 
were asked as to what happened in the 
conference, “After you had gone in 
there, did you show this draft to the 
people present, and did you read it to 
everybody ‘present, and what happened 
in the conference?” I don’t know that 
I would be in any position to object 
to it at all. But he should ask him 
what he put in the draft in that agree- 
ment, after he brought it in. That is 
the objectionable part of it. I contend 
it makes no difference what he put in 
before he brought it in. If he brought 
it in and read it to everybody, certainly 
the ground upon which I am now urg- 
ing the objection would not be objec- 
tionable. But the point I make is that 
he be allowed to state that he reached 
an assumption of something, some 
name, which was afterward changed. 
That is the point I am making, 


Objection is Sustained. 


The Court—Now, in view of this last 
contention of Mr. Littleton if, as a 
fact,-in view of the resulting confer- 
ence, Senator Thomas was directed by 
the principals there engaged to change 
the name that he put in to certain 
other names, it seems to be relevant. 

Mr. Littleton—But he says he put it 
in on an assumption that he reached. 


The Court—I am only indicating 
the immediate view of the matter, his 
preliminary act in inserting the name 
in the skeleton draft, of the parties, 
as it was on the senator’s testimony, 
that fact should not have any proba- 
tive force against Mr. Singiair, and 
could not be permitted to have, 

Mr. Littleton—Then it ought not to 
be in the evidence. 

The Court—wWell, that is s0 as a 
rule. But he made that skeleton draft, 
and showed that to them. Now, what 
occurred? Did any conversation ensue 
after that to which the defendant Sin- 
clair was a party? I think that is 
competent. 

Mr. Littleton—That, I said, I think 
is competent. 

The Court—I think I shall sustain 
your objection thus far as to what name 
the senator assumed to put into the 
Skeleton contract before there was a 
discussion between the parties in the 
conference in which he tells us Mr. 
Sinclair was present. I think that ob- 
jection must be sustained. 


Roberts Again Loses Point. 


After further direct examination,Rob- 
erts again brought up the name of the 
vendee or vendees which Thomas wrote 
in the skeleton draft. 

By Mr. Roberts: 

Q. Again I ask you what was the 
name of the vendee or vendees in the 
preliminary draft as you had submit- 
ted it, and which was discussed?

Since reporters will 2e reporters, this 
new form o. playwriting is fast becom- 
ing somewhat similar to the old front 
page stuff of years ago, with plays, like 
newspapers, in a neck-hreaking race for 
sensation. Murder, hijacking, and 
What not have had their day in the 
press. Now comes ‘*..e stage. Young 
Cormack steps off with a highly sea- 
soned story of political corruption in 
a city he liken: to 2 butcher shop; 
there are so many murders. This time, 
is injected a new no’ in the theater. 
The stalwart upholder of law in this 
C“ama c* intrigue and gunmen is a 
captain of police—and the, world at 
large had thought tl 1t everybody and 
his brother in Chicago was crooked, 
with the possible exception of clergy- 
men. 

For arresting an underling in a boot- 
leg king’s gang, and keeping him in- 
carcerated against orders of the po- 
litical ring, Capt. McQuigg is removed 
from a fancy berth in a downtown pre- 
cinct to one of the outlying districts. 
The man behind the removal, a de- 
motion, is Big Boy of the bootlegg 
fraternity, about to deliver the river 
wards to the electioneers. The first 
customer the captain gets in his new 
station house is a brother of the 
gangster-bootlegger, charged with 
stealing an automobile.

In its pristine glory, there is much 
that needs adjustment in the new 
play—and particularly in the first act;

of holding attention—as do all these 
exposes of political machines and va- 
rious other machinations among the 
wicked, the wise, and the wet. Since 
all of the action takes place in a po- 
lice station—first in the central room, 
where tLe desk sergeant sits, and later 
in the captain’s office—Carmack has 
reveled in realism. As any old police re- 
porter will vouch, he knows his police 
environs. 

The producers have rounded up a 
cast worthy of the play; policemen who 
are policemen, police reporters who run 
true to form. So the piece rings true. 
Aside from the heavies, the outstand- 
ing characterization is that of a cub 
reporter played by Norman Foster, It 
is one of the fine bits of the year. 

Romaine Callander, after his tri- 
umphs with the National Theater 
Players, comes back again with “The 
Racket,” playing to perfection the part 
of an assistant district attorney; politi- 
cally corrupt, afraid of his shadow.

Dempsey admitted, however, that in 
case he does try again to lift the crown 
Tunney won from him at Philadelphia 
and defended successfully in Chicago 
this fall, the battling will be done un- 
der Rickard’s direction, in accordance 
with an agreement entered into some 
time ago. 

“Just now,” Dempsey said, “I’m here 
to fight Jack Kearns’ suit for $%333,- 
333.33 that opens in Trenton, N. J., 
November 15.

as of the date thereof at $25,800,000, to 
which has been added capital expendi- 
tures made by the company since said 
date. This decision is res adjudicata 
There has been no adjudication yet of 
the value of the transit property of the 
W-shington Railway & Electric Co 
That case is now pending in the ‘courts, 
but the principles governing the Capi- 
tal Traction valuation, as already de- 
clared by tr-> District Court of Appeals, 
applied to the said property, as of 
course would inevitably follow, would 
give it, according to the estimates of 
competent engineers and auditors, a 
value of ar“-oximately $37,000,000. 


Base of Value of Properties. 


Therefore, the base value of the prop- 
erties involved in the consolidation for 
rate making purposes, will aggregate 
$62,500,000 to $65,000,000. 

The courts of highest resort have 
held that the Companies are entitled 
to a fair and just return upon estab- 
lished valuations. In similar cases the 
courts have decided that 7 per cent is 
@ fair return. 

I have felt that a valuation of 
$62,500,000 to $65,000,000 for the transit 
properties, although fixed in accord- 
ance with recognized legal principles, 
would impose a higher charge upon the 
car and bus riders of the District than 
present conditions justify, however 
much oh econ of the properties may 
be entitl to such a return. I have, 
therefore, approached the matter from 
a different standpoint, and have de- 
voted much time and effort to the 
dificult problem of inducing the own- 
ers Of the street railway properties to 
accept the basis I have suggested for 
rate making purposes. 

The plan is to take for a typical 
year, earnings of the transit properties 
of the two street railway companies be- 
fore interest and depreciation, add 
thereto the saving in operating costs, 
which will result from unified and re- 
adjusted operation and more efficient 
service, estimated by competent en- 
gineers at a minimum of $1,000,000 per 
annum, and to take into account in- 
munity of the new company from the 
expense of special crossing policemen 
and street paving, which Was suggested 
by the District in merger plans pre- 
viously considered. 


Entitled to $3,689,000 Yearly 


The resulting estimate earnings of 
more than $3,500,000 per annum cap- 
italized at the fair return of 7 per cent 
establishes a rate base of 850,000,000 
to which is added the new cash capital 
hereinbefore specified, of $2,700,000, 
making an aggregate rate base of $52,- 
700,000 at the beginning of operation 
of the consolidated Company. On this 
basis the owners will be entitled to 
an annual return of $3,689,000 per 
annum. 

The difference between this fig- 
ure and the $3,500,000 mentioned above 
is more than made up by the adjust- 
ment-of maintenance items mentioned 
below. It will be noted that the said 
rate base of $52,700,000 is less by 
$12,500,000 to $15,000,000 than the rate 
base already established by the District 
Court of Appeals in the Capital Trac- 
tion case and the probable results in 
the Washington Railway & Electric 
case. 

I am convinced from my careful 
studies of the problem, and from the 
reports of eminent engineers who have 
made a thorough investigation of it, 
that this amount can be earned an- 
nually by the unified company under 
the plan proposed, without increase in 
present rates of fare.

' ‘Neks Only That He “Be Free 
_ . Of Militaristic Methods;” 
: Osmena in Syracuse. 


Senator Manuel L. Quezon, president 
of the.Philippine senate and a politi- 
cal boss in the islands, arrived in 
Washington yesterday. He will remain 
here until Congress convenes and will 
ask that body to do something toward 
granting indepéndence to the Philip- 
‘pine Islands. 

In an interview at Union Station, 
Quezon said that, “generally speaking,” 
he was opposed to the appointment of 
@® military man as governor general of 
the islands, to succced the late Maj. 
Gen. Leonard A. Wood. He added, how- 
ever, that there are some military men 
who might be acceptable. 

He eaid that he would not indorse 
any man for the office of governor 
general, even if President Coolidge 
should ask him to indorse one. The 
President probably will see Quezon some 
day this week. 


Prefers State Department. 


Quezon said that he was in favor 
‘af having the proposed insular bureau 
placed under the State Department, 
rather than under the Interior Depart- 
meny. 

The Philippine statesman was greeted 
by @ score of his countrymen when 
he arrived at 4:20 p. nf. His clothes re- 
mind one of Mayor “Jimmy” Walker 
of New York, as does his breezy man- 
ner of talking. He was attired in a 
light suit and overcoat, wore his hat 
jauntily on his head and carried a 
smart-looking cane. 

Senator Sergio Osmena, speaker of 
the house in the Philippines, was 
scheduled to come here with Quezon, 
but on his arrival in New York, he 
learned that his son, Jesus Osmena, & 
student at Cornell University, was 
gravely ill in a Syracuse nospital, and 
he hastened there to see him. 

When Quezon was asked the purpose 
of his visit here, he laughingly replied 
that it was a desire to enjoy the beauties 
of Washington. He is no stranger to 
the Capital, having once served as resi- 
dent commi sioner here, 


Uncertainty an Obstacle. 


“J am going to stay here until Con- 
gress convenes,” he said, “and see if 
some measures can not be considered 
with regard to’ definitely settling the 
Philippine question. The present mis- 
understanding as to what will be the 
political status of the islands is the 
greatest single obstacle to the rapid 
economic development of the country. 

“The United States now has been in 
the Philippines for nearly 30 years, and 
it is high time that it makes up .ts 
mind as to what it should do, and when 
and how it will do it, in respect to the 
Philippine Islands. There is no volid 
reason why we should not havee jinde- 
pendence.” 

Asked whom he favored for governor 
general to succeed Gen. Wood, Quezon 
said that he was not so much interested 
in the individual appointed as in the 
policies to be pursued by that individ- 
ual, 


For Civilian for Governor. 


“Generally speaking,” he asserted, “I 
am opposed to the appointment of a 
military man. But there are military 
men who would be successful as gov- 
ernor general. In my opinion, it is not 
the fact that a man belongs to the 
Army that unfits him for the office. 
It ig the militaristic spirit and the 
militaristic methods. However, one 
may be an Army man and not be mill- 
taristic. I know civilians who are mili- 
taristic 1 their methods. 

“Generally speaking, I would prefer a 
civilian for governor general. His 
training would be more in line with 
the duties he would have to perform as 
@ civil governor.” 

During his stay here Senator Quezon 
will live at the Metropolitan Club. He 
is accompanied here by his secretary, 
Rafael Trivas.

414 TEAGHERS SUE CITY 
HEADS. 10 GET $280,000 


Charge They Were Given Im- 
proper Ratings by Board 
of Education. 


FIVE TEST CASES PENDING 


The District Commissioners were 
sued yesterday in the Municipal Court 
by 414 public school teachers, who 
seek to recover more than $250,000 
which they allege is due by reason of 
improper ratings on the part of the 
Board of Education under the Act of 
Congress of July 1, 1924. The individ- 
ual claims range from $300 to $900, and 
the cost of filing these suits amounted 
to $3,739. 

These cases have had the attention 
of J. Raymond McCarl, Comptroller 
General, who dismissed them on the 
theory that he was concerned with 
overpayments by the Government and 
not underpayments. 

The teachers contend they have been 
refused proper ratings. The schedules 
for the ratings were prepared originally 
by Maj. R. O. Wilmarth, and were re- 
vised by Maj. Daniel J. Donovan. It 
appears the teachers are opposed to 
the revisions which Maj. Donovan re- 
fused to reconsider. The cases then 
went to Comptroller McCarl, who also 
refused to grant the teachers relief. 

There are five test cases of this sort 
already pending in the Municipal 
Court and it is expected that the out- 
come of these will affect the 414 cases 
which were filed yesterday. One test 
case was filed im the Circuit Court, 
and that tribunal decided that the 
Commissioners, while they had no con- 
trol over the Board of Education, were 
responsible for the board’s funds. The 
five cases will be heard November 11. 
Attorney Paul E. Lesh appeared for 
the 414 teachers. 


NURSE SOCIETY SEEKS 
$65,000 IN APPEAL 


Money Needed to Carry on 
Its Work Among Poor 
of Capital. 


An appeal for $65,000 to carry on the 
work of the Instructing Visiting Nurse 
Society will be made today under the 
supervision of members of the board 
of directors of the society. There will 
be no organized drive, but personal 
solicitations and mail appeals will be 
used to collect the fund. The campaign 
will consume five days. 

The society’s work has been growing 
during the last few years, and funds 
to carry on the work are muc.: need- 
ed, officials of the society declare. Dur- 
ing the last year alone the nurses made 
97,000 visits to 12,000 patients, and 
more than half of the visits were made 
free of charg:. F-alf of the work of the 
society is confined to sick children. 

The high cost of living has orced a 
raise in the fee of a visit of one of the 
society nurses. The fee five years ago 
was 97 cents, but t>day $1.02 is charged, 
which is gauged alone on the time of 
the nurse. No color, creed or class is 
barred from treatment by the nurses.
